THE LETTER SAID that County 
administrator Robert Anderaen’a 
estimate of $12.480 sales tax in­ 
come for incorporated Desert Hot 
Springs would require $1.5 million 
worth of taxable sales. 
Howard Carr, chairman of the 
committee favoring incorporation, 
told a Desert Sun correspondent 
that $1.5 million waa approximately 
the annual sales figure here. 
The committee against incorpor­ 
ation assailed Andersen’s estimate 
of 3,033 people in Desert H a t 
Springs, estimated by multiplying 
registered voters by three. T h e 
census shows only 3.03T persons in 
Desert Hot Springs.

Carr maintained the figure does­ 
n't reflect part-time residents who 
live here In the winter, and keep 
legal residence elsewhere.

THE AVn - INCORPORATION 
group said "it aparently suited" 
Andersen’s purpose "not to men­ 
tion’’ the fact that "far more than 
half” of the $8 million orth of as* 
sessed valuation property here is 
in vacant lota. Carr commented 
that occupancy had no effect on 
the tax value. 
The letter continued that Incor­ 
poration would raise dty services 
costs for fire, sewage, street and 
police protection well above the 
current total tax rate here of $5.77. 
The committee stated that “Beasts 
mont, with a population far more 
than ours, maintains a dty tax 
rate of $1.15 per $100 asseseeJ 
valuation, and that in the l a s 
fiscal year they spent $40,000 more 
than they fbok on."
